Incres ase in Pneumonia 
paths Blamed on Eco- 


nomic. Distress, With 


Poor Living Conditions 


A ENT report from our 

& : Department of Health 
SBYS.. - in: 1933 there were 
‘from _ pneumonia 
nine months of 
. 1934 there 
were 4,066 
deaths, indi- 
cating that 
there was a 
large in- 
crease over 
the previous 
year. This 
did not in- 
clude the 
deaths . from 
other dis- 
eases that 
were compli- 
cated with 
pneumonia. 
Influenza 
deaths for this nine months 
numbered 922, and it is barely 
possibile that many of these were 
pneumonia deaths. 

Probably this increase was in 
part due to the present economic 
condition. There is no doubt 
that. the economie depression is 
improved, but so many who have

y been able to live off their sav-

The ' same thing holds good 
vith measles, whooping cough. 
and other infections. It is often 
a disease of neglect and lack of 
proper nourishment, with too lit-. 
tle care of a not very serious 
condition which gradually be- 
comes serious. 


Pneumonia is most prevalent 
among young children and old 
folks, but too often it occurs 
among those in the prime of life. 
those who are young and 
vigorous. This is most likely to 
occur ‘during an epidemic when 
the living conditions are poor 
and vitality is reduced by ex- 
posure to cold and dampness. 


.. Its greatest toll is during the 
first few years of life, particu- 
4Jarly among those children who 
are not well nourished and suffer 
from many head and throat 
colds. This is particularly true 
‘when they have been deprived of 
‘warmth and sunshine. 

In old folks it proves to be the 
termination of many of the dis- 
‘eases of old age. It is well called 
the ‘‘old man’s friend.’ It fre- 
quently takes them off in a 
quick, painless manner and 
saves them from the long-drawn- 
out slow deterioration that so 
often precedes their passing.

NEUMONIA proper is an acute 

inflammation of the lungs 
which begins with a hard chill, 
a sharp pain in one or both 
sides, followed by high fever. 
There is great difficulty in 
breathing. The respirations are 
rapid and shallow, with a grunt- 
ing sound and the appearance of 
great distress. 

The face becomes red and con- 

gested and later the checks are 
red, the nose and lips blue, and 
the wings of the nostri's play 
with each breath. At first the 
cough is very annoying, often 
almost constant, dry and hack- 
ing. Later there is expectoration 
of bloody mucus. The tongue is 
hot and dry and the lips are not 
only dry but may be eovered 
with fever blisters.
